Six years were next devoted 
to the “ History of the Conquest of Mexico,” (3 
vols., 8vo, London and New) York, 1843,) and 
four years to the “ Conquest of Peru,” (2 vols., 
8vo, London and New York. 1847) Thuse 
works were received with. the highest favor in all 
parts of the civilized world, and pmises and hon- 
ors were showered upon the author. He was 
elected a member of nearly all the principal 
learned bodies in Europe, and in 1845 waa made 
a corresponding member of the institute of 
France. In 1850 Mr. Prescott mado a short 
visit to Europe, passing a few months in Eng- 
land, Neotland and Belgium. After his return 
he applied himself to the composition of a histo- 
ry of thə reign of Phillip IL, which he had long 
meditated, aud for which he had made an exten: 


sive collection of books and manuscripts. The. 


rat two volumes of this work appeared at Bos- 
ton in 1855, and the third in 1858. The entire 
history wag intended to comprise six volumes, 
On February 4, 1858, 
Mr. Prescott expetionced a slight ehock of par- 
alysis. from the effects of which he soon recov. 
ered and resumed his literary pursuits. Eleven 
months afterwards, while at work with his Sec- 
rotary in his study, he was struck speechless by 
a second attack of paralysis, and died about-an 
hour afterward. Besides hia histories, Mr. Pree- 
cott wrote brief memories of hia friends John 
Pickering and „A bboil Lawrence, and supplied 
to a Boston edition of Robertson's “ Ilistory of 
Charles V? a sequel relating the true circum 
stancos of the emporor’s retirement and death.

A younG Mexican, aged about 20, named Jose In- 
gliz, who came from Albuquerque with Major Willis' 
command as a teamaster, and who has since been herd- 
ing on the Wassayampa and Lynx creek, was found 
dead on Monday morning, on the trail from the latter 
place, within two miles of Fort Whipple. Sergeant 
Ashby and other ex-California volunteers, were at- 
tracted to the body, which had been drawn off the 
trail, by their dog They found it filled with arrow, 
shot and lance wounds, The young man bad started 
with aburro and gun, which were of course missing. 
He was stripped of every vestige of clothing, Traces 
of five Indians were found. The murdered man was 


buried in the Prescott cemetery yesterday morning. 
Rev. Mr. Read performed a suitable service. 


© Cou. Woorsry's Rerort.—Col. Woolsey’s party 
returned Aug. 27, after an absence of nearly three 
months, having lefton the lat of June. The report of 
the Colonel to the Governor, the publication of which 
we to day begin, will be found tobe an interesting doc- 
ument. The party was unfortunate m the loss of 
three of its members. Mr. Beuchamp at the hands of 
tho Indians, Mr. Morell by an accidental shot, and Cap- 
tain Porter, who in a fit of petulancy left the camp and 
wandered off, undoubtedly falling a prey to the sava- 
ges. The results of the expedition in killing Indians 
and finding gold were not what we had looked for. 
The report gives the reagons for want of success, and 
as its publication will be completed in our next, we 
omit further comment, more than to say that if the 
brave and willing men with Col, Woolsey did not win 
success they certainly deserved it. Such persevering 


explorers are a credit to any country, and on behalf of 
the people we heartily thank them for their gerviccs 
for Arizona, If they have not killed many Indians or 
found new placers, they have: given us a valuable 
knowledge of a hitherto unexplored pařt of the Terri»

THE: WOOLSEY EXPEDITION. 
COL, WOSLARY's KekORT TO THE GOTMRXOR. 
Parescorr, Anizons, Aug. 28, 1864. 
To His, Ricellency, Jéha N. Goodwin, Governor 
of Arizona Territory. sae 
Sirn:—I have the honor to re that my 
command, consisting of ninety-three men (citi- 
zens) left the Ague Fria, ranch ut 6 p. m. 
June lst dnd arrived at Fisher's cienoga at one 
o'clock the following morning, distance 15 miles, 
course N. 69° E. A small party of Indians 
were encamped in this cienega, but escaped in 
the dark. ‘There are fine springs at this cienega, 
which is upon the Chaves wagon road, and will 
bo a prominent point whould that road prove a 
success. ` 
On the morning of the 2d, we marched in the 
same general direction. by way of Copper cafion, 
to the Rio Verde. Distance ten miles. The 
trail down is ro at i e an- 
imals. Crossing the river H mile Peck an 
cañon we continued our march east to a branch 
of the Rio Verde, atriking it about six miles 
above its mouth. ‘This branch called Olear 
Fork, and is thirty miles in length. It ru 
from the N. E., and three miles above where w. 
camped it cafions, and for fifteen miles it passes 
through one of the roughest and most impassa- 
ble cañons in the ‘Territory. At Clear Fork I 
divided the command, sending the peck train 
with thirty-three men southward to seek a pas- 
sage through the mountairs, while with the ro- 
maining sixty men I continued in an easterly 
course, towards the great Tonto Basia, where 
the pack train was directed to meet us. That 
train was under command of M. Lewis, an expe- 
rienced mountaineer, aud one of the original 
Walker party of explorers. Our way was over a 
very rough country, throngh which a paek train 
could hardly have gone. After a fatiguing march 
of two days we arrived at the top of the moan- 
tain or table land overlooking the great basin, 
and staading at its upper or eastern end. This 
basin is occupied by Tonto and Pinal Apaches, 
and I confidently expected a fight with them. 
The next morning we descended into the basin, 
not without much difficalty, and began a search 
for the red-skina, but were unable to fiud any, 
though the traces of their recent presence were 
numerous. For three days we continued the 
search, beating up the email streams and ravines 
about the basin, but in vaio. In the afternoon 
of tbe fifth day after leaving Clear Fork we were 
joined by the pack train, upon ä stream which 
we dalled the East Fork of the Verde. The 
train bad followed the course of the river about 
eight milea, nearly south, over the foot hills, and 
had theo struck acrosa the mesa south-easterly 
aboat eight milea, to ‘Fossil creek, thence evuth 
30° E., about eighteen miles, through Fossil 
cañon, and over the mountain, thence east about 
aix miles ‘to the East Fork ot the Verde, where 
they joined ue. Their ronte is reported as prac- 
ticable fur wagons. Thie portion of the country 
i3 a lava bed, covered with timber. and excellent 
grass upon the mountains. On the morning of 
the eighth of Jane we took our tharch in a south 
erly direction, over the hills, and at noon reached 
a stream which I called ‘Tonto creek, running 
soath 30° E., and being abaut thirty miles in 
length. The rock hereabouts changes to a blue- 
ish granite. Our stopping plece was at a very 
pretty cienega, with an excellent spring of water. 
To the afternoon we moved to Tonto creek, about 
nine miles, and’ camped at some tanks. ‘There 
is no water in the creek so high up. We con- 
tinued down Tonto creek to a point about five 
miles from ita mouth, where we'turned east and 
-truck acroas a mesa to Salt river, at a point four 
miles above the junction of the creek. On Ton- 
to creek we prospected in several placea for gold, 
and found color, but uot in paying quantities. 
All along it are the ruins of ancient fortifications 
and houses, indicating a former large population. 
‘The walls of the buildings are of atone laid in 
cement, which ts yet quite firm. 


Finding our stock of provisions was getting 
low, I started a pack train to the Pimo Villages. 
It consisted of thirty-six animals, with on escort. 
of twenty-three men, under command of Henry 
Jaycox. 

The water of Salt river is very brackish, and 
thera being but little grasa at our camp I went 
out with a small mounted party to hunt a better 
camp. Ifrat went down the run to the mouth 
of Tonto creek, where I found a large Indian 
village, of some fifty huts. It had been aban- 
doned but a few hours before. Ths was beyond 
doubt the head quarters of Wa poo-i-ta, or Big 
Rump, the Tonto chief. ‘The next day the Indi- 
ans fired the village, utterly destroying it. Not 
finding a camp in this direction, on the following 
day I went -up the river about four miles and 
discovered an excellent point. A large epring of 
pure water, grase in abundance, and of excellent 
quality, and wood at a convenient distance. 
The next day we moved to the inviting point, 
and named it Grape Vine dpring. About the 
spring are at least two -thousand acres of good 
tillable land, and the water is sufficient for very 
large herds of atock. 


Ae the pack train would not return from Pimo 
for some days, and I was confident there wus a 
large number of Indians in tho vicinity, I deter- 
mined to hunt them, aud on the following day 
after dark I started at the head of thirty-six men 
with eix days rations, for a acout on the north 
side of the river. By two o'clock the next morn- 
ing we reacted a high mountain, since called 
Signal mountaja, but were unable to reach the 
top in the! darkness, it being very precipiton. 
e then

found æ trail to the ‘top, and passidg over the 
pouthern end of tho mountain we followed it to a 
raocherig,/apoa which we canetqnexpectedly to 
selves, and 90 suddenly that the Indians fled, 
ving beind their bows.and arrows, and theic 
burning. After hanting around for two uf 
three honra without finding the Indians, we pro: 
ceeded northward, and ** noon arrived at a 
stream flowing eastwardly, which we named Syc- 
amore creek. This creek we followed down 
about twelve miles. to ita mouth, finding Indian 
corn and wheat fields all the way. Atthe mouth 
of the creek the Salt river flows southward for 
some miles and then turns to the weet. ‘Three 
or four Indians appeared upon the bille and hal: 
doed to us on oor arrival at Salts rivey, and after 
atime I succeeded in having a talk with one 
who represented himself to be a “ capitan.” He 
refused, however, to approach nearer than two 
or three huadred yarde. We crossed Salt river 
here, and followed the left bank down about six 
miles, when the stream cafioned and we were 
obliged te climb the mountain, lt was dark 
when we roached the top, aud we followed an 
Indian trail over very rough ground in a south- 
erly direction. After several miles travel the 
trail turned weatwardly, and at 11 o'clock p, m. 
We caine upon a fine atream of water. flere we 
camped for the night, hearing: Indians all around 
ua, but seeing none. ‘Ihe morning light revealed 
a beautiful valley covered with corn and wheat 
fields. ‘This creek we named Pinal creek. It 
runs northerly and empties into Salt river near 
the great bend above mentioned. Soon aftet 
daylight the Indian fires commenced blazing on 
the hill topa, and the Indians began hallooing at 
us. One who appeared to be the leader, ap- 
proached near enough to talk to us, and I invited 
im and hia people to visit us at one camp on 
Salt river. which he promised be aud they would 

do the next day.

I left Fort Goodwin ou the morning of the 
15th day of July, aud proceeded up the Gila 
river about 35 mies to a point near the Pueblo 
Viejo. Leaving the river here I struck across 
the mountain divide to a stream called the Bono- 
to, striking it,as 1 suppoged, about ten miles 
from its mouth. ‘Tho Bonito is a small stream, 
0 to 50 miles in length, heading in a range of 
lava hills, and running through a lava formation 
for its whole length, in a southerly direction, 
emptying into the Gila about 45 miles above 
Fort Goodwin. We travelled up it about 12 
miles and then turned castward to the Black riv- 


Lor (or Rio Prieto), distant about eight miles. 


The Black river is a good sized mountain 
stream, headiag in a lava mountain about 20 
miles south of the Mogollon mountains, and rans 
in a southerly diroction about 60 miles, emptying 
into tho Gila avout 35 miles above Fort Good- 
win, J think we struck the Black river 15 miles 
above its mouth. About 30 miles above the 
cañon opens out into a fine valley of several 
miles in length, containing at least 10,000 acres 
of fine tillable land, and surrounded by low rol- 
ling hills, covered with excellent grass. There 
werd about 20 acres of Lndiau corn in the valley, 
but we saw no Indians. ‘lhe day before we 
reached this valley a Jaqui squaw, about 10 years 
of age, camo into our camp. She had been a 
captivo among the Apaches, and hud just made 
her escape. She camo in with us, acd is now at 
my Agua Frin ranch. 

irum the head ot tbis valley I made an effort

foot of the mountain on the weatern side we 
found aemall stream of good water, and a ranch- 
eria of Indians, who fled at our approach, some 
of them on.hersaback. We stopped here some 
three hours for noon, and upon leaving, the Indi- 
ang bullaoed at us from the hills as long as we 
were in hearing, taking good care, however, to 
keep out of rifle rango. We now travelled over 
a level mesa about 20 miles, in a southwesterly 
direction, until we reached the eastern branch of 
the San Carlos. We found no water in this 
branch, but the mext was the ong before spoken 
of as heading at Beauchamp peak, and in it waa 
found running water in abundance. Still con- 
unaing onr south-west course we crossed a level 
mesa for about 12 pileg, varied only by crossing 
the deep cafions of the San Carlos. We suc- 
ceeded ın crossing five: of these, but the sixth 
compelled us to follow it up to the dividing 
ridge between tho waters of Salt river and San 
Carlos before we could pass it, We eaw some 
Indians on this dividing ridge, who hallocd at ua 
from the cliffs. On arriving within about 10 
miles of Lindl creek we were visited in camp by 
nine Indians, who came in without hesitation, 
and told us of the soldiers being at our old camp 
on Vinal creek. The Indians promised they 
would come over to the old camp and have a 
“talk,” as they said the soldiers were eating up 
all their corn. We did not roach the old camp 
that night, and the next morning, on arriving 
within abouta mile of it, we heard the discharge 
of musketry as though a battle were in progress, 
and saw the cavalry charging over’ the hills. 1

Lhe whole country through which we have 
pasgod is covered with excellent grass, water is 
plenty for all ordinary purposes. In many pla- 
ces beautiful little valleys invite the farmer and 
ranchero to follow tho occupation of their choice. 
We nevor found gold in paying quantitios, and 
yot I cannot help thinking that there is in that 
part of tho ‘Territory great mineral wealth. 
From the preceding pages your oxcollency will 
easily discovor why we killed no Indians upon 
this oxpedition. With the exception of those 
at Pinal creek we were never able to get within 
shooting distance of them, and for those nat Pi- 
nal 1 deemed the reagon giver. for not fighting 
them as sufficient at the time, and still con- 
sidor it so. Notwithstanding the failure to find 
and to kill Indians, 1 still think the expedition 
has been of great benafit. We have followed 
the trail of the Apache to his home in tho 
mountains, and have learned where it is loca- 
ted. Wo have dispelled tho idoa of vast num- 
bers that hag ever attached to that tribe. A fow 
handred of poor miserablo wretches compose 
tho formidable foe seo much dreaded by many.

To ot these were afterwards hung by 
order of Major Blakeney, tho boy not being re- 
turned. Major Blakeney and myself immediate- 
ly commenced preparing to mako the rad upon 
the Indiana at Signal mountain, as had been 
agreed upon at Fort Goodwin, ang would have 
been ready to start in one day, when an order 
came from Major Smith to break up camp and 
return to Fort Goodwin. I had gone to camp 
Rigg to hurry up supplies when this order 
reached Major Blakeney, and when ho marched 
back to camp Rigg I found my men with him. I 
immediately started for Fort Goodwin to en- 
deavor to get Colonel Rigg to still send an ex- 
pedition to Signal mountain. The Colonel 
made an order for two compames to proceed to 
that place and operate against the Indians in 
conjunction with my command, and two days af- 
ter loft for Las Cruces, turning over the com- 
mand of the Apache expedition to Major Jo- 
seph Smith, who found it impossible to fit out 
the expedition, owing to the excessive rains and 
the consequent failure of some provision tiains 
to arrive at tho Fort. The streams were also 
swollen, 80 that he feared it would be impossible 
to cross. ‘The expedition was therefore aban- 
doned, to my great mortification and chagrin. 1 
remained six days at the Fort,and durmg that 
time Mr.“McCatnon returned from his expedi- 
tion to the eastward in search of abother Black 
river. 

A. portion of my command concluded to ro- 
main at Fort Goodwin, and obtained employ- 
ment; two enlisted, and two remained in the 
hospital, and with the balance, numbering when 
I reached camp Rigg fifty-four'men, E started for 
homo The river Gila was swollen by the rains, 
and difficult to cross, and wo did not reach camp 
Rigg until the third day after leaving Fort Good- 
win, a distance of forty miles. Leaving camp 
Rigg the next day we reached the old camp at 
Pinal creek in a day and a half, abd then follow- 
ing oun trail “back by Grape Vine springs to 
Salt river, and up Tonto creek to near its hoad. 
Crossing the dividing ridge, a distance of about 
10° miles, we struck the east fork of the San 
Francisco, abdut 10 miles below our former 
camp on that stream, then following down tho 


so cedars we found an abundance ofi Rio Verde or Saft Francisco. 


While passing down the east fork wo shot at 
an Indian but did not succeed in stopping him. 
About two hours after,as we were passing alung 
a very rough and difficult trail on the sido of a 
bill, and overlooked by a high cliff of rochs. 
some Indians attempted to annoy us by rolling 
rocks down tlie hill, and also shot a few arrows 
at us. None, however, reached us, nor dül any 
of tha rocks reach the pack train as thoy iu- 
tended.

FALSE REPORTS, 

“One of the annoyances which all new cauntries 
have to suffer froin, is the twaddle of self-consti- 
tated correspondenta, wbo, thinking they bave 
great powers of description, betake themselves 
to writing of things of which they know nothing. 
Hailing from a new region their pacrile produc- 
tions are freqnently published in prominent 
sheeta, and thus made of some consequence. We 
find in the New York Tribune a letter from Ar- 
izona, ovidently the bantling of some scribbler. 
who has little if any knowledge of ‘the Territory, 
and who, a8 is generally the case ‘with auch fel- 
lows, speaks with a complacent and important 
air. After venturing a series of erroneous aseer- 
tions, he winds up by declaring that the mineral 
prospects of the country do not at present invite 
any one to it who seeks either wealth or a home, 
It ie- through euch truthleas croakers that the 
Territory is injared and emigration hither gis-

It is reported that ‘General Raltings has sent five 
hundred men to operate in concert wi eight hundied 
troops under the commaud of Genzral Gandara, from 
Souora, and two hundred well armed volunteer miners 
well armed, against the Indians. These troops all 
started iu May last onder ordera' te concentrate some- 
where ou the San Franciaco river: from which point 
they were to invade the enemy’s country. 

Nothing could be more incorrect. General 
Rawlings, whoever he may be, bas sent no troops 
here. General Gandara has no command, and 
no such movement as the correspondent reters 
to bas been heard of here. 

Another statement of “ San Diego ” is absurd- 
ly erroneous. It is this : 


The climate of Arizona in summer is very warm ; 
in winter extremely cold. Snow falis to the depth of 
two to three feet in November, and remaws until 
April. During this time it is frequently so cold as to 
drive every one in doors for days at a time. 


Snow seldom falls here to the depth of more 
than three or four inches, and never remaine but 
for a day or two. It ia never too cold for out 
door labor, and in mid-winter it is frequently as 
warm in mid-day as at this season. 


ANEW MINING DISTRICT. 

Fron James A. Moore, Esq., who retnroed on 
Monday from the lower ‘Turkey Creek aod Black 
Cation country (sixty miles south-east from 
Prescott,) we have the following interesting par- 
ticulars: At the new placera some sixty Mexi- 
cans and twenty-five Americans are working 
with rockers.. ‘here is no running water, but 
cufficient is found by digging a few feet ia the 
bed of the creek. The gold is of the kind 
known as river gold, and is of superior quality. 
The largest piece Mr. Moore saw was valued at 
five dollars. ‘The Americans are making from 
five to eight doltars each per day, and have at 
times made as high as twelve dollars. Shafts 
have been sunk in the creek to the depth of 
eighteen feet, but without striking the bed rock. 
A deeper depth is not ventured at present, ow- 
ing tu the flow of water and lack of pumps. 
Good sluicing prospects are found from the eur- 
face down. 

The discovery of promising gold ledges con 
tinues. ‘I'he Nopal and Mexican lodes are with 
in two miles of the creek. They are now worked 
by arrastras. ‘There is one skaft ou the Nopal 
aud five upon the Mexican, and upon the latter 
thirty men are at work. Some specimens of the 
rock brought to the Governor and Secretary by 
Mr. Moore and Mr. McMullen are very hand- 
some. ‘They resemble the Often and Montgoni- 
ery rock. ‘The Nopal rock is found somewhat 
dificult of amalgamation, bat there ia good hope 
of successfully working 1t. The lode averages 
three feet in width, and has been traced a mile 
ahd a half or wore. The Mexican lode ia about 
the seame size. Nine hundred pounds of the 
croppings of this ledge crushed in a new arrastra 
yielded $87. Don Peraito, the superintendent 
of the mine, expects the yield to average $40 to 
the cargo.

TAKE THEIR SCALPS, 


It is generally believed that numerous hostile 
Apaches from the country east of the Rio Verde 
are encamped between Prescott and Mohave, og 
tensibly to gather acorns and other supplies, but 
really to perfect arrangements for an attack upon 
Prescott. ‘Shey have for a long time been urg- 
ing a combination of all the savage tribes to 
make certuin the destruction of the whites, and 
failing in this they now boast of an early acces- 
sjon of a sufficient number of their own people 
from.the east to enable them to undertake the 
work. That they seriously premeditate attack- 
ing Preseott, in sufficieut strength to take off all 
our stock, if not to destroy the placo ‘and ite in- 
habitants, there is no longer awy doubt. Now 
while we have no apprehension of a movement 
calculated to accomplish anything more than the 
robbery of our stock, we think it important that 
our plotting assailants ghould be visited at once, 
ard that in a manner calculated to show them 
that they cannot'trifle with ns. Let the band to 
the weat of us be immediately destroyed. 

Captain John Moss, of Mohave, Indian agent. 
now here, and who has just had a conference 
with the Indians between Mohave and this placo, 
seems to know the precise whereabouts of this 
hostile band, and if he will make it known to 
Col. Woolaey aud his men they will be on the 
march at once. We must oot wait for the offen- 
sive, but immediately aseume the aggressive, if 
we would have our lives and property secure. 
While it is desirable to avoid collision with the 
friendly Indians to the west of us, and indeed 
with all friendly Indians, iti3 equally desirable 
that our implacable coemies should fecl our pow 
er at once. 

Capt. Moss cannot do our citizens a better 
service, nor ove for which he will be more grate- 
fully remembered, than by showing them to the 
hostile A paches who are planning our extermin- 
ation. We will vouch for the result. 

Two or three expeditions lately talked of here 
have been abandoned, owing to doubt as to the 
presence of Apaches in the vicinity. There is 
now no good reason for delay in organization and 
effective work with powder and ball.

In places it 
is of granile, and occasional slate belts show 
themselves. 

Tlearn by some gentlewen who came down 
the river last Xriday in a small’ boat, that not 
much is being done in tho way of prospecting at 
El Dorado Cañon. ‘hey have examined their 
claimg sufficient to show that they have ore rich 
in silver, and they are now patiently waiting the 
slow moving capital to bring forward mills. The 
mill of Wolle & Vinyard has no apparatus for 
saving silver,and consequently gets but little 
rock to work, as nearly all the lodes contain 
more or less of that metal, The superintendent 
has gone to San Francisco for amalgamating 
pans.
